A BRIGHT FUTIJHE. 


Improvement and advancement is be- 


coming the watchword of the people of 
our State. We have been lying on onr 
oars (or a quarter of a century, admir- 
ing the wealth of oar mines, and have 
not only been willing spectators -while 
their wealth baa been taken and carried 
away, bat have materially aided those 
who have engaged in the business of 
depleating their wealth by contributing 
to aid their depletion through the pur- 
chase of stocks. Oar mines have been 
a source of poverty to our people and a 
source of wealth to those who have 
spoiled us and our State. Where are 
the evidences in th» State of Nevada of 
the great wealth of the Comstock? No- 
where are they to be found except it 
may be in the sorrowful Bight of tumble- 
down shanties and depopulated towns. 
The real sources of permanent wealth 
have been by us, in onr infatuation, 
overlooked. 
The twenty years sleep o{ 


Kip Van Winkle came to a close, and so 
has the twenty-five years of sleep of onr 
people, and we are now awake to oar 
best material interests which is every 
day shown by the attention now given 
to tho endless wealth of the soil and 
water interests of our State. 
These 


true sources of wealth may not be car- 
ried away -without returning in some 
form remuneration to those who toil and 
•wealth to the owner of the soil within 
the State. Bat we are confronted at 
tho threshold 
of 
developmnnt by 


seemingly uusurtnountable obstacle in 
tho scarcity of water for irrigation, and 
mauy well-informed people look out on 
Neva'li's desert loads uud tuin awuy 
with u conviction that tnese lauds, al- 
though rich in everything necessary for 
fine vegetable growth, cannot be reduced 
in the near future to cultivation, and 
that home making in Nevada must nec- 
essarily be very slow for maay years. 
Such people will never make a farm 
homo ID Nevada, or nid in bunging 
about the means for others to do so. 
Water we must have for home making 
and the necessary water for that pur- 
pose is within oar control, and may be 
made subject to our control if we can 
devise the means to reach it. 
An indi- 


vidual now and then may be able to 
provide for himself and family the nec- 
essary water for irrigation and home 
making; but such persons are few when 
compared with the many who are no 
personally able to do so. A union o: 
power and effort is therefore necessary 
to procure water for the manv who are 
not able, as individuals, to procure 
water for home making, 
The question 


then arises—in whom can the peopli 
•with confidence place this means o 
power and effort? 
The question admits 


of but one solution, that is, place it in 
the State. With the power vested iu 
the State, it remains the power auc 
effort of the people and will be con 
trolled by the people for their benefi 
and b;st interests, which control thoj 
•will not have if the power is vested 
elsewhere. The. State should, by ap 
propriate legislation, initiate the worl 
by the creation of a bureau or oorae 
power for the direction of matters ap 
pertaining to a water department, pre 
scribe its powers and duties and set tc 
work. The department, when put in 
motion, will at the beginning squeak— 
there will not be money sufficient to pre 
vent friction, but the more noise i 
makesthe better it will be. It will at 
tract attention. Ways and means will b 
provided in doe time for the work when 
in organized form. 
We -will then be in 


a position to go to the General Govern 
ment and call its attention to our effort: 
and our wants, and direct its attention 
to the millions appropriated to keep 
water off the lands of Southern State 
and with much reason ask its assistance 
by an appropriation to put witter ove 
our lands. 
With proper effort Nevada 


in a few years, could be made one o 
the mast desirable States in the Union 
for home making; bat if we are unequa 
to the task of conquering homes from 
the strongholds of nature, we will hav< 
to wander iu the desert wilderness lik 
the Israelites over forty years, then pans 
out of the way of a generation equal to 
the work. 


iseorer bow the conclusion was arrived 


at that Gladstone was peculiarly fitted 
o represent England on each an occaa- 
on, and adding, entirely gratuitously, 
hat it would hardly select Blain» to 
epiesent the United States in case jan 
English celebration were in question. 


No American who knows what the 
'onstitutional Centennial is, can won- 


der that the greatest living Englishman 
hould be invited to participate in the 
celebration. No man in England can 
« selected as a more fitting exponent 
)f the doctrines of constitutional liberty 
and popular rights than Gladstone. No 
man has done better service in breaking 
down artificial distinctions, in elevating 
he middle and lower classes, in extend- 
ng the right of suffrage and in making 
he Government of the United Kingdom 
as nearly as possible representative, 
han Gladstone. No one better repr#- 
lents the real sentiments of liberalism, 
if advancement, of progress and of en- 
ranchisement from outworn and useless 
raditions than he. 
Where, then, can 


iven the Times find a more worthy rep- 
•esentative of England, or one who can 
ie more in sympathy, and harmony with 
he spirit of the Constitutional Centen- 
nial? 


Its attack on Blnine is easily under- 


stood. The Timos, which is desperately 
fighting the losing game of the Tory 
rnrty on the question of Ireland and 
he Irish, is bat too ready to assail a 
man who has the courage of his con- 
victions, and who is ever ready to assert 
he lights of the Irish people to de'ter- 
termine their local matters for them- 
selves. 
Outside of Gladstone it may 


be questioned whether there is a man in 
England who has a clearer conception 
of 
the Irish situation than Blaine. 


Oeitainly there is uo one -who has a 
teener or warmer sympathy for the suf- 
'erings of the Irish people, or who 
would rejoiae more sincerely to see them 
obtain a measure of that liberty •which 
ie believes and declares to be their 
Birthright. No wonder, then, that the 
Times, the organ of the party of sup- 
pression and repression, snarls at both 
Gladstone and Blaine. 
But thunder 


is harmless, unless accompanied by 
lightning, and the Thunderer has lost 
its power of darting its death-dealing 
bolts at its opponents. It makes a deal 
of noise, but that is all.

A Rumor That Creates Alarm. 


The Silver State says: 
It is currently reported here that Will- 


iam Dunphy, the cuttle kiag, who has 
recently purchased fifty or sixty thou 
sand acres of railroad lands on the Upper 
Humboldt, is perfecting a plan to diveri 
all the waters of the Humboldt from 
their natural channel for irrigating pur 
poses. The report has created some ex 
citeinent among persons owning hay 
ranches along the river, and injunctions 
and law sails are threatened. 


It has been plainly evident for years 


that sooner or later a aeries of suits a 
law would result from the appropriation 
of the waters of the Humboldt. Usually 
the river overflows its banks in tb 
Spring, and there is water enough and to 
spare for everybody up to July. As th< 
Summer advances the river gets lower 
until late in the season, when water be 
cornea quite scarce. This year the rive: 
was unprecedented!? low, nnd the haj 
crop was scant on many ranches. The 
cause of this was alleged to be the direr 
sion of considerable water from the stream 
neorBeowawe. A committee of interested 
ranchers went to that place to ascertain 
if the allegations were true, amlreportec 
the river dammed, and ditches sum 
ciently large bnilt to carry all the wate: 
in the stream, bat nothing further wa: 
done in the matter. Now if Mr. Dun 
phy carries oat the project he is said to 
have in view, it will leave the country 
west of his ranch dry, ruin all the mead 
ow lands along the river, dry up Ham 
boldt Lake, which would probnbly caust 
no injury, and depopulate Big Meadows 
one of the finest agricultural sections o 
the State, and damage property in this 
county to an incalculable extent.

The Board of Equalization will continue in 
lession from tiuio to time, until the business 
of equalization is disposed of. but said board 
will not sit after the first Monday of October, 
1887; 
except that the Board o? Equalization 
will meet to equalize the Assessment Boll and 
}«ar complaints in excepted cases mentioned 
in the Revenue L»w, Section 1091, General 
Statutes of Nevada.

Enterprise says Ike last run at the Cali- 
fornia pan mill gave better results in 
the way of saving quicksilver than any 
of the previous mns. It was the sixth 
of a series of runs made to test the Boss 
continuous process of amalgamation. 
Mr. Boss, who made the previous runs, 
used good a deal of lime to prevent tbe 
debasement of quicksilver. Lime works 
very well cm some ores, it has been 
found, but tbe indiscriminate use of it 
has given but very indifferent results. 
On the last run cyanide of potassium 
was used in the place of lime, and found 
to be more satisfactory in its results. 
There is no question but thai the Boss 
continuous process, Ho-oallcil, will be 
adopted. The only question is what 
are the best alkaloids to use to prevent 
the debasement of quicksilver and to 
preserve it, and this can only be deter- 
mined by a long series of experiments.
